Report from Bio de Janeiro. 

Bio de Janeiro, Bbazil, January 23, 1902. 
Sie: I have the honor to transmit herewith the official sanitary 
report for the port of Eio de Janeiro for the week ended January 19, 
1902. There were 317 deaths from all causes as compared with 336 in 
the preceding week. There were 4 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a 
decrease of 1 ; 5 from yellow fever, a decrease of 1 ; 15 from smallpox, 
a decrease of 19 ; 4 from typhoid fever, a decrease of 3 ; 1 from measles, an 
increase of 1 ; 1 from whooping cough, the same as before ; 14 from 
bubonic pest, an increase of 6; none from lymphatitis, a decrease of 
1, and 46 from tuberculosis, an increase of 8.
